The floral pageani that will be the prin-
cipal feature of Flower day will start from
the Hortioulture bullding protaptly ot 6:30
o'clock and those who are familiar with the
ehtrancing effects that have been worked out
by Mrs. Travis and her corps of assisiants
agree that It will present n spectacle that
will be worth coming hundreds of miles to
oo, There will be upwards of fifty vehleles
of all degeriptions In the line of march and
cach will he a marvel of artistic decoration
and magnificent coloring. Al sorts of flow-
ors will be uaed In the decorations, but all
will blend In harmony of effect that will
emphagize the beauty of the detalled designg.

The hour of the parade on Indian day has
been changed from 10 o'clock to 1;30. It
was suggested that many people who would
like Lo witness the demonstration woulldl ool
be able lo come out in the forenoon, and
that the later hour would be more satls-
faotory to all concerned. The change will
cnable vigliors to come out after lunch and
still be in tlme to sce every featurs of the
day.

The parnde will form on North Twentleth
street nnd march gast through the Midway,
and thence south to the Hortieultural bulld-
ing. rom there It will countermarch and
pass back In frout of the hband stand and
through the Midway to the Indian villnge
on the north tract.

The entire encampment will be open to the
publit through the afternoon and evening.
Immediately affer the parado there will be
an exhibition of Indian dances and sports,
including the “medicine’  dance by the
Winnebago tribe, and o game of ln crosie
by the Chippowas. In the evening the
Omahag will stiow their tribal dances, and
the Indian band of thirty pleces will glve o
coneert. This will be followed Ly o brilllant
fireworks dlaplay.

Kansns Clty Dny Grows,

Kaneas City day grows in importonce as
{he event approaches and 1t now seems cer-
taln that Saturday will bring one of the big-
gest out of town ecrowds Lhat has ever yel
been on the grounds, The Kunsas City offi-
ofnls and business men who have churge of
the arrangements predict that no less than
5,000 people will come from the clty on the
Kaw to celebrate the oveasion and most of
them will remaln in Omaha for o number
of days, TFor somo days the commitige has
been endeavoring to sccure an additional
concesslon from the rollroad companies
which would permiit the excursionists to
make a longer stay at the esposition,  When
the flat rate of $1 for the round trip was
granted the tiekets were limited from Iri-
day evening to Bauturday evening, giving
the people only oue day nnd evening on the
grounds. This brought oul a vigorous pro-
test and the limit has now been extended to
Mondny night. The committee kept kick-
lug ond there Is a sotlsfactory prospect
that the tickets will be put on sale Friday
morning, thus allowing the party nearly
threo full days in Omaha.

Invitations have been extended by the lo-
enl eommitiee of arrangements to the six
commuercinl organlzations of Kansas Clty Lo
particlunte In a body. The Live Stock ex-
change has already prepared to make a
characterlstic  demonstration. and most of
the othor organlzations will probably fallow
sult, The visitors will bring a profusion of
bands and haodeome badges will be fur-
nished to all members of (he party.

N L ot thought that the fall
strength of the ]m"ly will be on the grounds
before Thursday morning. Captain Mercer
ls plensed with the outlook and feels sure
that the suceess of the undertaklng In [ully
ansured,

Yesterday twenty-two of _the
and fAfteen of the Assinl“inea came in
and were locatedl upon tne grounds, T he
former went into camp on ‘he wesl slile of
tha enclosure, while the latter were quar-
tered on the open tract cast of the office
bulldings. Late last nlght twenty of the
Sacs and Poxes arrived from Tolddp, Ta.,
and were made happy by belng supplied with
ratlons. All of the Indians have their in-
terpreters along.  While the lIate arrlvals
are fine looking people, they cipnol come
up to the Brules In elther stature or general
appearance.  Most of the Indlans have
brought their ponies, which are tsthored
In the grass In the open fleld In the center
of the encampment.

As yet none of the big hraves have come,
though in the camp of the Blackfeerl zhere
is & man who claims distiacilon. He bears
the name of He Wets It, and s sald to have
been a4 great hunter, able to bring down
a deer or elk at almost any distance, so
true wns his eye and aim in his younger
days. This Indlan was always a friendl of
the whites and at the prasent tlme 8 thoe
Indian chief of police at the agevey.

The tepees of the Blackfeet are features
of the camp. They are the regulation shape
and size, but most of them are of the hides
of deer and buffalo, painted and decorated,
the studles Dbeilng  representative of the
chase. Interpreter Publo is In charge and
never Lires of telling tales of the braviry
of the men who are belng cared for by nim,

The Assiniboines are looked after by In-
terpreter Martin, who hos lived with them
about all of his life; These Indians are
much smaller than elther the Brules or the
Blackfeel. They are bright and intslligont
and are good farmers. Thelr tepees are
ndorned with pletures done in oil and show
some degree of skill,

While all of the Indians now on the
ground dress (n the traditional blanket,
most of them have their war bonnets wund
the equipment used in thelr fantastic dances,
all of which wlll be worn when they go on
dress parade next Thursday.

LARGE FIELD IN THE TRIPARTITE DERBY

Meguires n Polltienl Guesser of More
Than Ordinary Sagacity to
Plek the Winner In the
Fusion Mnee.

LINCOLN, Aug. 1.—=No one can tell who
will head the tripartite ticket to be nom-
Innted by the tripartite conventiong tomor-
row. No one oan even tell with any Jdegree
of certainty who will lead on the tirst bal-
lot. This Is because there Is such A long
cntry list for governor and there in no dis-
pute about renominating the other #tate of-
ficers, with the exception of lleutenant gove
ornor.  All trading propositions are, there-
fore, frustruted In advance and the cane
vass beeomes a wire-pulling  contest, In
which persuasion, promises and ouislde in-
Muence are the potent agencies.

The democrats concede the governorship
to the popilists, but they want to name the
populist. It is doubtful If this will pe tol-
erated, as the popullsts seem determined to
fight It out among themselves in their own
convention if It takes n week, and the pres-
ent outlook Is that the ballots will e pu-
merous before a candidate for governor Is
agreed on. It will surprise no one il the
conventions develop into an all-night eir-
cus similar to that of n year ago. Thero is
some talk of springing the name of Bryan
In case of an inextricable deadlovk anong
the popullst candidates, but It {s discounted
oxpepl as n last resort.

The silver republicans decided to insist
on the lieutenant governorship, While they
have not mentioneil candidates, four ara al-
ready in the fleld In Lobeck of Douglns,
Gilbert of York, Fulton of Pawnee and Cur-
rie of Thurston.

The democerats  have  agreed on J. C,
Stephens of Adams for temporary chalrman,
The temporary officers of the populist ¢on-
vention will be chosen by the delegates
when assembled. Several names are wmen-

tioned, among them Elmer Thomas of
Douglas county.
